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WHAT IT’S LIKE TO MAKE A 
PARACHUTE MOBILE JUMP 
Chronicle of our Sept 2009 
operation at Byron, CA

~ Part 1 ~ 


| am excited. This crazy daydream of combining 
ham radio and skydiving is actually turning into 
reality. We've arrived at the Byron CA drop zone 
with a hand full of enthusiastic and disciplined 
ham team members determined to make it all 
happen. We have to tread softly at first in the 
hardcore skydiving world and acclimate them to 
this novel use of freefall airspace. So far that 
diplomatic mission is going fine. Michael 
KF6EWRW is a regular jumper at Byron and con- 
fers with the owner, the pilot and other jumpers. 
It works. Our team is welcomed warmly. 


Parachute Mobile jumps are HAHO (high alti- 
tude high opening). Most skydives are HALO 
(high altitude low opening). I've been skydiving 
for over forty years and prior to Parachute Mo- 
bile all my jumps had been HALO freefalls. HA- 
HOs and HALOs don’t mix well without careful 
planning. On HAHO parachute mobile jumps, 
we exit the aircraft, freefall for about five sec- 
onds to get stable, then deploy our canopies. 
Our open canopies over the drop zone (DZ) ar- 
ea at high altitudes present significant collision 
hazards for subsequent freefall jumpers, so we 
must arrange to be on the ground before the 
next load exits. We check in with the fight mani- 
fest person, check with the DZ owner or safety 
officer, and check with the pilot so that everyone 
knows what the plan is and approves it. 


Next the jumpers start gearing up. First | put on 
my jumpsuit. It isn’t a wingsuit, but does have 
fabric extensions in different areas to give im- 
proved aerodynamic glide performance over 
plain coveralls. | then arm my automatic re- 
serve chute opener (called an AAD, Automatic 
Activation Device) which must be done at the 
drop zone elevation so the device “knows” 
where the local ground level is and can activate 


the reserve if | pass through 700 feet AGL faster 
than 70 MPH vertically. The AAD offers my very 
last chance to survive if for some reason | fail to 
deploy a chute in time. | have done two cuta- 
ways from malfunctioning main chutes in my 
four decades of skydiving. In both cases was 
able to manually deploy my reserve parachute. 
I've never had an AAD activate, but | wouldn't 
jump without one. It just makes the odds better, 
especially if you are hit hard in a freefall collision 
and lose consciousness. The AAD has a baro 
sensor, a microcontroller, and a few thousand 
lines of code. | just hope the designers and pro- 
grammers have all the bugs worked out. At 700 
feet still in freefall you are out of options. It's ob- 
viously too late to install a software patch. 


| put on my parachute rig next. It houses two 
chutes: my main and my reserve. | take great 
care not to twist any straps and check repeated- 
ly to be sure that both leg straps and the chest 
strap are securely fastened and properly thread- 
ed through their respective buckles and fittings. 
| put on my wrist-mounted altimeter and cali- 
brate it to zero. It is surprisingly easy to lose 
track of altitude in freefall, especially when do- 
ing formation work. Helmet-mounted audible al- 
timeter alarms enhance safety. | have never lost 
altitude awareness, but it only takes one lapse 
to put you at death’s door, so | buy and use atu- 
dible altimeters, an AAD, and just about every 
safety device made for skydiving. 


Mounting of the radio gear depends on whether 
it is just stuffed into a jumpsuit pocket or carried 
in a strap attached pack. If a pack is used, it is 
put on before the parachute rig so that you don’t 
accidentally impair or prevent access to various 
emergency handles for main chute cutaway or 
reserve activation. Rob Fenn, KC6TYD, is in 
charge of tactical ops and checks and double 
checks all radio mounting and rigging looking 
carefully for any loops or snag points that could 
interfere with a deploying parachute. Snags can 
be fatal. A jumper at this very dropzone died 
when his deploying chute snagged a shoe 
grommet.

sion control, and make sure all cords and ca- 
bles are properly attached and routed. | make 
One more gear check and then ask Michael, 
KF6BWRW jumper 2, to check my jump gear. 
Jumper 2 looks at my cutaway hardware, 
checks the seating of opening pins for the main 
and reserve (each has only a single pin through 
a looped cord keeping them from deploying, so 
the pins MUST be secure) and checks to make 
sure my main pilot chute is properly configured 
and packed. | return the favor. Jumpers have 
fallen away from their rigs on opening because 
their chest strap was incorrectly routed through 
a buckle. Incredibly, one jumper wearing cam- 
era gear put on his jumpsuit and camera helmet 
but forgot to put on his parachute rig, Shock- 
ingly, nobody caught his error and he exited 
without a chute. His video camera recorded his 
last 75 seconds of life. You can never have too 
many gear checks. 


Manifest announces “load 14, ten minute call” 
over the DZ loudspeaker. That means | will be 
climbing aboard our PAC 250 turboprop jump- 
ship in ten minutes, so | head out to the pickup 
taxiway area. HAHO jumpers are usually the 
last to exit so we board first. It is VERY 
cramped aboard the jumpship. It is also very 
loud during climb when the engine is set at high 
power. You sit facing rearward, on the floor or 
astride a small raised longitudinal bench, 
packed in like sardines with your knees literally 
in your face. Before takeoff | fasten an aircraft 
safety belt though a strap on my rig. | put on my 
helmet and the takeoff roll starts. It is hot inside 
the plane with tightly packed bodies and no AC. 
Soon we are airborne. The plane climbs fast in- 
to cooler air. | mentally run over the jump plan, 
check my straps and buckles again, and start 
running through my emergency drills so that | 
will be ready to cutaway should my main chute 
fail to properly deploy. As we get closer to jump 
altitude (typically 14,000 ft AGL) jumpers give 
each other palm slaps, high fives, and other ritu- 
als. At many DZs, the ancient skydive chant 
“BLUE SKIES BLACK DEATH?” is shouted out 
loud by all the jumpers as the plane turns onto 
jump run. Some say it was used by the Army 
Airborne troops (paratroopers) during WW 2, 


but its origins remain murky. That grim chant 
always creeps me out. I’m glad that it is not on 
the prejump playlist at Byron. 


Soon we are on jump run, the final approach to 
the exit point. The door is opened and jumpers 
await the green light as the pilot is using GPS to 
spot the exit. If the jumpers are doing the spot- 
ting, one leans out the door and eyeballs the 
position, giving left and right hand signals to the 
pilot. Flaps are lowered and speed is reduced. 
Jump-ers start exiting. You can feel the plane 
buck and pitch as it rapidly sheds weight in 
roughly 200 pound incre-ments. Exiting jumpers 
look below to assure that they have adequate 
separation from formation groups that have exit- 
ed in “chunks” before them. | am no longer 
scared jumping out the door, but watching oth- 
ers fall like rocks as they leave the plane gives 
an eerie and alarming 3D look to a landscape 
that had previously seemed 2D and non threat- 
ening. My heart rate accelerates, but more out 
of excitement than fear. As a novice jumper 
these pre jump moments at the open door were 
beyond scary. They were absolutely terrifying. 
The exits no longer scare me, but the freefall 
jumps still do, at least until my chute opens. | 
view the change with mixed emotions: mostly 
relief but also a bit of longing for the old adrena- 
line surge, terror, and other emotional extremes 
that confronted me at the open door looking 
down from 14,000 feet. 


Finally, the plane is almost empty. The HAHO 
Parachute Mobile jumpers have tightened their 
helmet straps just before jump run and now 
stand next to the open door. | exit carefully, roll- 
ing forward, being sure not to hop up and risk a 
tail strike. The view of the plane receding rapidly 
as | fall away from it gets my heart racing. | arch 
my body hard to get stable and soon, as vertical 
speed increases, | assume a face-to-earth sta- 
ble freefall position and am ready to deploy my 
chute. | reach behind me (the new rigs do not 
have front mounted main ripcords), grope for a 
small ball (it is completely out of your field of 
view) attached to the apex of my collapsed pilot 
chute, pull it out from a tight spandex pocket, 
and toss it horizontally into the air roaring past.

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It quickly catches air, pulls out the closing pin 
from its closing loop, and releases the bagged 
main chute, which pulls me upright as it un-folds 
and inflates. | have deployed prior to reaching 
terminal velocity so the opening is much slower 
than | am used to. “Come on... come onnnnn... 
open up...” | mutter as it slowly inflates. | see 
jumper 2, KF6EWRW, in the distance and his 
chute inflates even more slowly than mine did. | 
wonder what Michael is muttering during his pro 
-longed opening.
